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BERRIES 
MAMMOTH BLACKBERRY 


This Blackberry was originated at Santa Cruz, Cal- 
ifornia, a few years ago by Judge Logan, the originator 
of the now famous Loganberry. It is said to be a cross 
between the wild blackberry of California and the Cran- 
dall which was brought to California years ago by Mr. 
Crandall of Placer Co., California. 

The fruit of the Mammoth Blackberry is enormously 
large, some measuring from 2% to 2% inches long. 
Seed very small and not very abundant, the globules are 
large and the core quite small and soft. The flavor is 
very mild and pleasant and when fully ripe is very sweet. 
The Mammoth ripens from two to four weeks earlier 
than any of the other varieties. We picked Mammoth 
berries this season on May 15th, when the common 
blackberries were just in bloom. 

It will stand the dry, hot summers of Southern Cal- 
ifornia and does well in moist climates. 

The Mammoth Blackberry does not sprout from the 
roots and therefore it is necessary to grow them from 
tips or stolons. We advise to give the Mammoth lots of 
room for they are strong growers. In California it is an 
evergreen, bearing very nearly the year round in localities 
partially exempt from frost. 

Every fruit grower should have at least one row of 
Mammoths. 
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LOGANBERRY 

A cross between the Red Raspberry and the Black- 
berry. This berry was originated at Santa Cruz, Cal- 
ifornia, in 1882, by Judge Logan. It has become the 
leading berry of California, fruits one year after planting, 
is a good grower and bears enormously, berries are large 
and of red color. Brings fancy prices. Ripens in South- 
ern California from May 15 to 20. Does best on loam 
soil although we have seen extra heavy crops on very 
sandy soil. It propogates from tips. The Loganberry, 
if planted in northern climates, must be protected from 
frost in the winter months. A good berry for the south- 


ern states and south Arizona. 


PHENOMENAL 


A cross between the Black Raspberry and the Black- 
berry. Berry very large and sweet, good growere bears 
well, of a dark red color, adapted to California and the 
southern states.
